Within a few days after Gen- 
eral Pershing spoke, the Ameri- 
can Institute of Public Opinion 
put the issye before the American 
public for its vote in a cross-sec- 
tion survey from coast to coast.

The question covering the issue 
was worded in two different ways, 
and each version was put to a 
separate, but comparable, cross- 
section of voters.

“General. Pershing says the 
United States should sell to Eng- 
land 50 of our destroyer ships 
which were built during the last 
World War and are now being put 
back in.service.

SPANISH IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


(From the Kansas Wichita Beacon)

fundamental issue and personal ill-feeling were not involved, the 
dispute over the Justice Department’s anti-trust suits against the 
major oil companies would be a most amusing story. Surprisingly 
enough, the dispute pits the very voluble and tough-talking Assistant 
Attorney General Thurman Arnold against the equally voluble and 
tough-talking Defense Commissioner Leon Henderson, even though 
each has a reputation as a trust-buster. 

The war changed many things in government, including the 
administration’s habit of a weekly crack-down on business, and this 
change produced the Arnold-Henderson feud. How the feud de- 
veloped has significance. It resulted in a temporary disagreement 
between Arnold and his boss, Attorney General Robert H. Jackson. 
It brought some ridiculous charges. And most important, before the 
problem is settled finally, the President will probably have to decide 
a fundamental issue of the national defense program. 


HENDERSON RECOMMENDS ‘The story is fairly simple, and 


the conflict almost inevitable, 
It dates back several weeks when Arnold was ready to file his suits 
against the oil companies. He had spent many months preparing his 
cases, and hoped to force divestiture of pipe line ownership from 
marketing facilities and to stop alleged price-fixing. Arnold made 
no secret of his intentions, and practically everyone in the business 
knew that the time was near when the oil companies would be 
hauled into court once more. 

As Arnold was finishing up his work, William S. Knudsen and 
Edward Stettinius and the rest of the Defense Commission began to 
negotiate with the same oil companies. The commission wanted the 
companies to spend around $500,000,000 to construct new plants to 
manufacture synthetic rubber, and to build new pipe lines and other 
facilities. 

Arnold intended to file the suits on July 29, but on July 26 the 
matter came up at a defense commission meeting. How the defense 
commission came to be consulted is a matter of dispute, but the of- 
ficial version is that Arnold suggested it, in accordance with a 
previously agreed procedure. In any event, he and his assistants 
talked the matter over with Blackwell Smith, a former NRA lawyer, 
now with the Defense Commission. Because he is a corporation 
lawyer with strong views on the Justice Department’s trust-busting 
program, Smith was careful not to express an opinion to his em- 
ployers. Knudsen and Stettinius having just come to government 
from the biggest of all businesses, were equally reluctant, but they 
did give their view that the prosecutions came at a bad “‘psychologi- 
cal time.’”’ However, they made no recommendations at the meeting 
of the full commission. 

The person who spoke most vigorously and emphatically was 
Henderson, who is one of the most active members of the congres- 
sional monopoly committee and who is noted for his attacks on 
business’ price methods. He urged that the suits be postponed pend- 
ing study of their effect on the Defense Commission’s negotiations 
with the oil companies. He particularly urged study of the effect on 
obtaining new facilities. His view, seconded by labor’s representa- 
tive, Sidney Hillman, carried unanimously. When Arnoid learned 
of the Defense Commission’s attitude and Henderson‘s heresy, he 
feared long postponement or abandonment of his beloved suits, and 
he blew up. In effect, he told the Defense Commission that it mis- 
judged the oil business if it thought concessions were needed for 
co-operation in the defense program; he charged the commission 
with fostering price-fixing of the worst type and costing consumers 
at least $75,000,000 a year. Arnold refused to delay the proceedings. 
However, Bob Jackson did not approve of Arnold’s belligerence and 
overruled him to agree that the commission be given as much time 
for “study” as was needed. There was a brief rift between Jackson 
and Arnold which now appears to be patched up, but tne feeling 
between Henderson and Arnold has not disappeared. 


PRO AND CON Both Arnold and Henderson advance their 

theories with great emphasis. Arnold is 
understood to believe that much of the trouble in France and Eng- 
land was caused by rigid prices. He argued that in emergency 
periods the government must function even more vigorously to 
prevent rigid price systems. He is naturally against postponing anti- 
trust suits, and instead advocates direct subsidies to essential de- 
fense industries. If industry should refuse to co-operate, he would 
invoke emergency laws to force co-operation. 

Henderson denies that he has abandoned his antipathy to price- 
fixing and restrictive business practices. He makes the premise that 
the country’s most important task is re-armament. And he argues 
that the anti-trust suits may conceivably prevent the development 
of the increased facilities which are vitally needed in the oil busi- 
ness. He believes the problem must be carefully studied. Hen- 
derson’s view is shared by all members of the Defense Commission. 

That is where the matter now rests. It may take several months 
for Henderson’s staff to study the oil cases and decide whether they 
will interfere with national defemse preparations. Even when a 
decision is made, it is a good bet that the President will probably 
have to intervene to dispose finally of the conflicts.

read the speech made on Saturday at Elwood by Mr. Wendell Will- 
kie, the Republican presidential nominee. 

It was an excellent speech. It was an honest speech and as 
specific as an acceptance speech could be. There were certain traces 
of Hoover and Landon in it, but not many. In the main it was an 
honest speech by an honest and patriotic American. 

It was interesting to note he defied the reactionary traditions of 
the Republican party, and lacerated the feelings of some of its pres- 
ent leaders, when he said: 

“I believe that the forces of free enterprise must be regulated. 
I am opposed to business monopolies. I believe in collective bar- 
gaining, by representatives of labor’s own free choice, without 
any interference and in full protection of those obvious rights. 
I believe in the maintenance of minimum standard for wages and 
of maximum standards for hours. I believe that such standards 
should constantly improve. 1 believe in the federal reguiation of 
interstate utilities, of securities markets, and of banking. I believe 
in federal pensions, in adequate old age benefits, and in unem- 
ployment allowances. 

“TI believe that the federal government has a responsibility to 
equalize the lot of the farmer, with that of the manufacturer, 
If this cannot be done by parity of prices, other means must be 
found—with the least possible regimentation of the farmer's 
affairs. I believe in the encouragement of co-operative buying, 
and selling, and in the full extension of rural electrification.” 

These measures are the very essence of the New Deal legisla- 
tion. Mr. Willkie endorses it without equivocation. Those measures 
which he endorses have, without exception, been brought into being 
during the Roosevelt administration. 

Mr. Willkie, believing in them, honestly says so. 

One may be sure there was some writhing and much uneasy 
squirming in certain offices over the nation. The plain truth is the 
old-guard Republicans, the old-line reactionaries of the party, not 
yet have been able to do anything with Willkie. That, to his credit. 

They know many will say that if Willkie believes all that, then

“TOIL AND SWEAT” Mr. Willkie, indeed, made a fine Demo- 
cratic speech. His chief difference with 

the New Deal lies, not in its measures, but in what one might call 

its spirit and its administration of legislation. 

Mr. Willkie said this nation must be made strong and that it can 
be made strong only through jobs and through sacrifice. He spoke 
of the necessity for toil and sweat. 

In that we all can concur. 

Mr. Willkie said, truthfully, that a nation which cannot produce 
cannot become strong. 

On a re-reading of his speech, in the calm of Sunday morning, 
one could have wished that he had been more specific. He did not 
say how he would bring about production. The New Deal has 
sought to put men back to work and has failed. Mr. Willkie speaks 
in almost the same words which Mr. Roosevelt employed in 1932. 
There was much the same spirit in the Roosevelt speeches of those 
days and the Willkie speech of Saturday. 

But, Mr. Willkie does not give us any hint of how he will put 
men back to work nor how he will start the expansion of industry 
to put men back to work. If he meant through the development of 
armaments and the calling of men into service, that will come of 
itself and is coming. Thousands of men already are going back to 
work each month, 

Also, he did not say what we would do with increased produc- 
tion once we have it. Those going back to work would consume 
part of it. But the sort of expansion of which Mr. Willkie spoke 
envisions tremendous production of all kinds of goods. It might be 
well to ask who will buy these goods? 

The nation eagerly will await from Mr. Willkie his statements as 
to how he will bring about this huge expansion of production. If 
he can tell them, in a clear and convincing manner, he will be 
elected. If he cannot, he likely will be defeated. 


THE WORLD CRISIS Mr. Willkie realistically faced the issue 


of the world war. He repeated what 
Mr. Roosevelt often has said, that defeat or loss of the British navy 
would be a great calamity for this country. 

He honestly came forward as an advocate of “some form of” 
selective service. 

There must have been great mental anguish in the editorial 
sanctums of the most rabid anti-administration newspapers as they 
read this section of Willkie’s speech. One of those newspapers for 
weeks has been basing its fight on Roosevelt on the fact he was for 
selective service while the Republicans were not.. Now Mr. Willkie 
commits the party to it. 

He berated Mr. Roosevelt for meddling in European affairs and 
for insulting the dictators when not prepared to back it up. Yet, 
Mr. Willkie’s own comments anent Hitler could not have made that 
distinguished German feel very friendly toward Mr. Willkie. 

I long have admired Mr, Willkie. It was a pleasart surprise 
when the Republicans nominated him. Yet, I cannot escape the 
feeling that Mr. Willkie is just an angry Democrat. And to wish 
that he had remained loyal to the Democratic party and exerted 
his intelligence and personality in efforts to bring about, within the 
party, the reforms which he believes should be made, 
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Should He Passively Await 


Hanging, or Try to Escape 
And Be Shot if He Fails? 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 

The world changes so rapidly that a plan of action which is 
reasonable one week seems folly the next. 

Yet one certain thing in a world of dread uncertainties is that 

weakness, indecision and halfway measures invite danger and de- 


struction. 
Whatever we might prefer to do, we are caught in a situation 


. that requires us to make a decision—for bear in mind that inaction 


itself is a decision not to act. 

We must choose between two courses, and either choice will be 
a gamble with fate. 

First, we may grimly decide to leave England to her fate, re- 
solving to send no last-hour help regardless of what happens to her. 
In the meantime, though hastening to arm ourselves for defense, we 
shall make no effort to influence events elsewhere, but passively 
await whatever future the other nations are preparing for us. 

If we choose this course, we wager our liberty and our lives that 
England can survive without our help, or at least hold out long 
enough to give us time to arm. We also wager life and liberty that 
Hitler will not attack us after finishing England. 

If we choose this course, and Our guess proves wrong, we lose 
everything. With England’s fleet and shipyards and resources, 
Hitler can easily control the Atlantic and work his will in South 
America. Meanwhile, Japan can take what she desires in Asia and 
monopolize supplies that are vital to us. We may go down fighting 
bravely, but we cannot hope to survive against such odds. 

But suppose we choose the other course and resolve to help Eng- 
land “by every means short of war.” Despite weasel words, we 
shall be at war with Hitler. We shall be an ally of Englard. And 
though we do our utmost to speed up production of arms, the only 
help we can give in time will be a few hundred more planes and 
one hundred or more destroyers. These latter, we are now told, 
would be enough to tip the scales and enable England to survive 
the shock of attempted invasion and eventually win, 

All literate people now realize that our fate depends upon Eng- 
land’s. Realizing that we are unarmed and unable to defend our- 
selves, shall we let England go down, if she must, and then face a 
hostile world alone; or shall we help England to the utmost, in the 
hope of saving ourselves by saving her, and go down with her if 
we fail? .

The youth of the _ totalitarian 
states present a very impressive 
picture—a picture which may 
well serve as a parable to teach 
us what might be done in the 
democracies. Hitler and Musso- 
lini and Stalin gave the youth of 
their countries definite tasks, and 
youth responded, as always youth 
will respond when asked to share 
in the destinies of a people. We 
may well regret the fallacies to 
which the youth of the totalitarian 
states have given themselves, but 
the fact remains that they fol- 
lowed the only leadership and the 
only program offered. 

The National Education Asso- 
ciation created a commission some 
four years ago to make a study 
of how the youth of our land 
might be drawn into a true pro- 
gram of democracy. Such men 
as President Edmund Day, of 
Cornell, and United States Com- 
missioner of Education John W., 
Studebaker composed this com- 
mission. They issued their re- 
port a fortnight ago under the 
title Education and the Defense 
of American Democracy. Observe 
a paragraph or two from the re- 
port: 

“The American people must not 
repeat the mistakes of the Eu- 
ropean democracies. Without be- 
coming victims of hysteria, they 
should resolutely refuse to nour- 
ish pleasing illusions and should 
prepare in all haste for the worst. 
. - . gird themselves to face the 
darkest period in their history.... 
In this world a people must be 
strong or perish.
